WTCFJKE WAS TlIE AMBULANCE? 


Saturday, shortly before midnight, a man was struck 


by a fast moving railway train on the 
Northwestern 


road, near tho Five Points. 
He lay bleeding and 


broken for several minutes—soma witnesses say at least 
45 others 25^-before he was taken to Mercy hospital. \ 


Tho city recently bought a combination patrol and 


ambulance at a cost of about ?5.000 to be used In just 
such emergencies. The first time the demand is made 
tho ambulance cannot bo used. It was stored in a local 
garage, five blocks from the police station. The garage 
was locked. It is evident that the night captain at the 
police station had no one at hand to drive the car.. The 
city did not meet the demands o£ the emergency. 
The 


victim of tho accident did not receive-proper attention 
because of tho lack, of efficiency in handling the case. 
Perhaps tho man would have died even though ho had 
•been taken to the hospital without delay. 
That is not 


tho question. 
. 
, . * - . , 
' What is going to bo the method employed- m the 
future in handling such cases? We are going to have 
more of them as the city changes from one stage of 
development along industrial lines to another. 
The 


city pays $500 a year for tho use of a ward at the hos- 
pital for emergency cases. That ward should be avail- 
able at all times for city cases so that anyone, no mat- 
ter who he- is, can be taken there for quick treatment. 
Tho ambulance should bo ready at a, minute's notice, 
day or night to respond bo calJs.. That is what it is pur 
chased for and that is what it should bo used for. 
I 


tho police department Is not equipped to handle such 
cases, tho city council should take steps to provide such 
equipment at once. 


- 
We understand that the ambulance has been kept in 


tho private garuu-o live blocks from tho police station 
because tho work of preparing the old barn next to the 
city hall for it is not completed. There is no fault to 
find with'the arrangement under thoso circumstances, 
but the public has v. right to find fault with the lack of 
service given Saturday night. . With the ambulance so 
far removed from the police department's! base of oper- 
ations especial effort should have been made to provide 
for quick handling of calls, even If a special man was 
necessary to stay at the garage. 


That the public is Interested is indicated by a rail- 


road employe who witnessed the accident, Saturday 
night, and in discussing the matter with this paper said: 
"I am interested in tho service tho city gives in such 
cases because some time I may bo tho follow under tho 
wheels and I do not care to lie for 46 minutes waiting 
for tho city to sand an ambulance to get me to a. hoB- 
pltal where I might have a chance Cor my life."

It is a grain sugar 
made usually from barley and pre- 
pared corn. 
It makes a palatable 


syrup, and aleo a. good dry sugar. 
This dry sugar is not as white as 
cane sugar, but it in very nearly as 
white, and the makers are always im- 
proving their product. 


To sweeten your coffee with this 
sugar you would have to use a good 
deal more thfin you would of cane 
sugar.or sucrose.
